: London, March 6. 
Yefterday arriv’d the 3 Mails due from Holland, 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Mar. 4. 
Milan, feb. 19. | 
HE 5th of this Month Couut Bone- 
fana’s new Regiment of Foot pafs'd 
in Review before Prince Eugene of Sa- 
voy. The Garrifon of the Caftle have 
plac’d Cannon in ihe Room of thofe 
that were difmounted in the great Tower, and 
their Artillery has difmounted :the Battery which 
the Befiegers had made at the Convent of Vecchi ; 
fo that the Imperialifts hdve been oblig’d to draw off 
the Cannon of that Batrery, and to remove toa 
Place of Security the Stores they had near 
it. They work likewife to finith the Line of 
Circumvallation and fome Batteries, in order to 
‘cannonade the Caftle on =ll fides. Prince Eugene 
has rewarded the GermanGuaner, who by a Botnb 
ruin’d the Tower of the Caftle where the Gover- 
‘nour had put up a Red Flag and’alfo difmounted 
2Cannon, and did great Damage to the Garrifon. 
Of two Soldiers of the Regiment of Bonefana who 
attempted to get into the Caftle, one was taken, 
‘and will be fhot, the other got in. Notes have 
been thrown into the Cafile, by which the French 
that will deferc are offer'd Paffports to retire whither 
they will ; the Spaniards and Itzliians to be teceiv'd 
into the Service of King Charles; and the Officers 
to have the fame Employments and Offices ‘they 
have at prefent. The Governour has likewife been 
threaten’d, that if he ‘fires onthe City no Quarter 
fhall be given him; and that if he caufes any 
Houfes to be fer on Fire by Bombs or burning Bul- 
lets, the Garrifon ‘fhall be treated’ as Incendiaries. 
Yefterday the Garrifon, who begin. to find them- 
felves ftreighten’d, made a Sally, ‘but without: Suc- 
cefs, and fome Men were on both fides. 
From the Amfterdain Gazetre, dated March 8. 
Milan, Feb.22. The Befiegers are advanc’d near 
to the Ditch of the Caftle, and laft Night there was 
a great Fire of Mufquets on both fides. The Line 
of Circumvallation is almoft fiaifh’d. Two"Bar- 
teries are making for 30.Pieces.of: heavy Attillery, 
to cannonade the Battion 
is every Day in the Trenches with the other Gene- 
tals. We wait for the Troops of the Prince of Heffe 
Caffel, to reinforce thofe employed in the Siege, ‘in 
order to attack the Place wich Vigour, in Cafe the 
Befieged do not prevent it by a Capitulasion. . The

From the Amftesdam Gazette, dared March 11. 
The Advices from Milan of che 26th, are ; that 
the Jmperialifts hai canncnaded the Caftle with 
Succeis from the 22d; bur che Artillery of the 
Befieged having difmounted 3 of their Cannon and 
damag’d 2 others, had oblig’: them ro difcontinue 
firing, in order to repair thew Battery, which is of 
20 Picces of Cannon. The Garrifon of the Caftle 
had made 2 Sallies, in the firft of which they had 
good Succefs, but nat long, being vigoroufly re- 
puls’d ; and that the 2d had no Succefs: From 
which Sallies ‘twas conj:Ctur'd the Garrifon. was 
weak, and wanted feveral Neceffaries. Ihe fame 
Advices fay, that the Duke of Savoy had fent the 
Marquis de Conftanza with 8 Battallions, to take 
Poffeifion of the Town of Alexandria and its Terri- 
tory, of which the Emperour has.granted him the 
Inveftiture : ‘twas believ’d bis Royal Highnefs 
would lay Siege to Valenza onthe Po, with 18000 
Foot and 4o0o Horfe ; and thar befides he would 
fend a Detachment of Troops, with Ammunition 
and Cannon, to compleat the Reduction of the De- 
pendencies «n the Milaneze. The Siege of Final 
-was alfo talk’d of. 
Ocher Letters fay, that fince the Count de Taun 
vatrivid at Milan, the Approaches were carried on 
with Vigour, and were advanc’d to within 18 Paces 
of the Counterfcarp: And thaothe Befiegers having 
receiv'd a Reinforcement of 3000>Men, with 12 
“Pieces of Cannon, were raifing a new Battery at 
-S. Lucia, in order to batter the Caftle on thag fide. 
Prince Eugene is continually in the Approaches, and 
the Caftle fires no more upon the City.
